Instead of using m outh w ashes or 
perfum es of any sort to cure a bad 
breath, a person ought to have the 
canso of the bad b re ath discovered. 
U nfortunately it w ould be of little or 
no use to such a person to call on th e 
average doctor, as he know s n o thing 
or cares nothing about such things. 
He is simply engaged in prescribing 
d rugs aud spends very little tim e in 
ferretin g out causes or rem oving ob­ 
noxious ailm ent* by harm less anil ra ­ 
tional m ethods. In these m atters ex el J 
person m ust use his ow n com m on 
I sense and try to be bis ow n doctor. 
No one should be content to allow a 
bad breath to continue. It is very un­ 
healthy and is very obnoxious to other 
people. E very m an and w om an is en­ 
titled to a sw eet breath, and w ith a 
little care and jud g m en t th is can be 
had. B ut so long as any one continues 
to take d ru g s or use narcotics to any 
ex ten t he cannot hope to have a p er­ 
fectly sw eet breath . 
A pure b reath 
com es from pure living, pure h abits 
and the continuous practice of absolute 
cleanliness. 
The toothbrush and cold 
w ater should be used thoroughly once 
a day. G argling th e th ro at should im ­ 
m ediately follow . The n o stril! should 
be kept clear; deep b reathing p rac­ 
ticed. T hese th in g s alone w ill do very 
m uch to w ard insuring the possession
